FOREWORD. 

TJNTIL  1914  there  existed  in  this  country  no  institution  in  which  lepers 
could  find  refuge.  It  is  roughly  estimated  that  there  are  from  50  to 
100  lepers  in  the  British  Isles  at  the  present  time.  These  have  contracted 
the  disease,  with  a  few  rare  exceptions,  in  the  Colonies  or  elsewhere 
abroad. 

At  the  present  time  there  is  no  specific  and  certain  cure  for  leprosy. 
It  is  a  cruel  disease  associated  with  great  disfigurement  and  helplessness, 
and  its  very  name  is  liable  to  excite  horror  and  repulsion.  Hence  the 
victims  of  it  are  apt  to  be  shunned  and  neglected.  They  are  not  readily 
received  in  hospitals,  and  it  is  with  the  utmost  difficulty  that  the}’  can 
find  a  lodging.  To  meet  this  great  need  the  Homes  of  St.  Giles  came 
into  existence. 
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An  estate  of  twenty-seven  acres  with  a  small  farmhouse  in  a  secluded 
part  of  Essex  was  bought  for  the  purpose.  Bungalows  were  erected  for 
the  reception  of  the  patients.  The  old  farmhouse  was  enlarged  to 
accommodate  the  nurses,  and  the  other  buildings  were  added,  such  as  a 
small  chapel  (made  out  of  an  old  barn),  a  chaplain’s  house,  gardener’s 
cottage,  guest  house,  laundry,  and  a  medical  block  containing  a  small 
operating  room. 

There  the  patients  are  tended  by  the  Mother  and  Sisters  of  the 
Community  of  St.  Giles,  who  devote  their  lives  to  this  work.  They 
receive  regular  medical  treatment,  and  their  spiritual  needs  are  served  by 
a  resident  chaplain. 

The  Homes  are  entirely  unsectarian,  and  the  only  condition  for 
admission  is  that  the  sufferer  be  a  British  subject  and  resident  within  the 
British  Isles.  There  is  accommodation  in  the  Homes  for  about  twelve 
male  and  two  female  patients.  Patients  w'ith  means  are  expected  to 
contribute  what  they  can  afford,  but  those  without  means  are  equally 
welcome. 

All  this  work  has  been  done  by  voluntary  subscription  without 
Government  help,  and  we  earnestly  appeal  to  you  to  enable  it  to  be 
carried  on.

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Report  of  the  Executive  Committee. 


^\URING  1932,  in  spite  of  many  difficulties,  the  work  of  the  Homes 
has  been  steadily  carried  on.  At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were 
eleven  resident  patients,  most  of  whom  are  seriously  afflicted.  There  are 
also  three  out-patients  who  receive  periodic  advice  and  treatment,  and 
who  can  safely  live  outside  as  their  disease  is  in  a  non-infective  state.  No 
fresh  cases  have  been  admitted  and  there  are  no  deaths  to  report.  We 
are,  however,  in  touch  with  two  or  three  cases  desiring  admission. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  on  account  of  ill-health  and  to  the 
great  regret  of  all  concerned,  Mother  Clare  resigned  her  position  as  Matron 
and  Superintendent  of  the  Homes  which  she  had  held  since  their  foundation 
in  1914.  No  words  can  express  how  much  is  due  to  her  courage,  enthu¬ 
siasm  and  power  of  sympathy  during  all  these  years,  nor  can  those  who 
have  worked  with  her  be  sufficiently  grateful  for  all  she  has  done  for 
St.  Giles,  the  devotion  that  she  lavished  on  the  patients  and  the  spirit 
that  she  instilled  into  them.  We  earnestly  wish  her  a  speedy  and  complete 
restoration  to  health. 

We  regret  to  have  to  record  the  death  in  July,  after  a  long  illness,  of 
our  former  Chaplain,  Father  Tudball,  who  was  much  beloved  by  both 
Nurses  and  patients. 

The  Committee  desire  to  express  their  grateful  thanks  to  HerHighness 
Princess  Marie  Louise  and  the  Fellowship  of  St.  Giles  for  the  most  wel¬ 
come  contribution  of  £600  to  the  general  funds  and  for  their  continued 
assistance  in  supplying  the  special  needs  of  the  patients. 

Our  warmest  thanks  are  also  due  to  Dame  Sybil  Thorndike,  who  on 
January  24th  broadcast  a  highly  successful  Appeal,  which  resulted  in 
raising  the  very  handsome  sum  of  £2,832  16s.  7 d.  We  beg  to  thank 
the  British  Broadcasting  Corporation  for  giving  us  this  opportunity  of 
making  our  wants  known  to  the  public  ;  and  all  those  who  so  handsomely 
responded  to  the  Appeal.

Report  of  the  Committee. 


T  N  many  features  the  work  of  the  Fellowship  during  the  year  1932  shows 
*  real  progress  and  increased  interest  in  the  Homes.  The  collections 
from  the  branches  have  increased  in  most  cases  in  a  really  gratifying  way, 
and  it  is  to  the  regular  subscribers  more  than  to  special  efforts  that  we 
must  look  for  our  dependable  income. 

In  spite,  however,  of  this  satisfactory  increase,  we  find  that  our  total 
income  this  year  amounted  to  £105  6s.  lOd.  less  than  our  expenditure, 
owing  to  the  fact  that  with  the  exception  of  Mrs.  Gilson’s  concert  there 
were  no  special  money  raising  efforts  in  the  London  district  during  the 
year.  We  are  most  grateful  to  her  for  this  welcome  help.  Our  expenses 
were  about  £ 20  less  than  in  1931,  otherwise  the  deficit  would  have  been 
greater. 

The  Committee  feel  deeply  grateful  to  those  who  do  so  splendidly 
in  the  Needlework  Branch,  a  most  valuable  support  to  the  Homes.  Mrs. 
le  Breton  and  Lady  Furley  between  them  keep  up  a  steady  supply  of  linen 
and  other  necessaries  that  add  so  much  to  the  comfort  of  the  patients  and 
of  those  who  nurse  them. 

We  should  like  also  to  refer  to  the  generous  gift,  made  through  the 
Fellowship  by  Mr.  Briggs,  of  an  American  Organ  to  the  Chapel.  It  is 
difficult  to  fully  express  the  delight  of  all,  at  the  thought  that  at  Christmas, 
when  it  was  first  in  use,  there  would  again  be  this  great  help  to  their 
worship  a  help  which  had  been  lacking  for  a  considerable  period  since 
the  last  one  finally  refused  to  function. 

"I  he  Annual  Meeting  held  under  the  chairmanship  of  Father  Deakin 
in  St.  Augustine’s  Church  Room,  and  the  Ouiet  Day  which  preceded  it, 
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were  extremely  well  attended.  The  Princess  was  present  throughout  a 
considerable  part  of  the  day  and  Her  Highness’s  address  to  the  Meeting 
had  a  most  stimulating  effect  on  her  hearers.  Though  we  much  missed 
Mother  Clare,  whose  illness  is  keeping  her  away  from  the  Homes,  we  were 
glad  to  welcome  her  successor,  Mother  Rebecca,  and  to  hear  her  most 
interesting  account  of  the  daily  lives  of  the  patients. 

We  have  been  able  as  usual  to  hand  over  the  sum  of  £600  to  the 
Board  towards  the  upkeep  of  the  Homes. 

Miss  Newnham’s  donation  of  £2  2s.  for  1932  was  received  too  late 
for  inclusion  in  the  accounts  for  that  year.
